Doty or Towssmir Orricens.—Those loter-
ested should not lose sight of the fact that & law
has been passed by the Legisiature requiring the
auditors of the several townships, boroughs aud
clties, immediately after their annual meeting on
the first Monday in June, to advertise In oLe or
wore county pupers, an itimized aunual state-
ment of the receipts and expenditares of the bor-
ough eounci's, rond commissioners, supoervisors,
overscers of the poor and school directers, for
the year preceding the annual settlement for
their respective districts. 8ald advertisements
are to be published within ten days after such
settlement ; and forther, it shall be the duty of
said auditors to file a copy of the same with the
town clerk, in thelr respective districts, and also
with the clerk of quarter sessions, which will be
at all times subjoct to inspection by uny citizen
thereaf. Provided, that where two of said offices
shall be exercised by the same persons enly one
statement shall be required. Also provided, that
nothing in this act shall be construed to interfers
with the present law, which requires annual
statemouts of the recvipts and expenditures of
the borough conneils, road commissioners, super-
visors, overseers of the poor and school directors,
to be advertised in the duily aud weekly news-
papers published in the respective loealities. For
neglecting or refusing to comply with this act
the suditors shall pay o fine of £20, to be recov-
ered by law, as debts of & similar amount are re-
coverable, by suit instituted in the name of the
school directors on the complaiut as any tax-
paying eltizen. Said penalty to be pald into the
school treasury of the district.

DecoraTios Day.—The beautiful and touching
ceremonies connecled with the decoration of the
graves of our fallen heroes—those noble men who
oflered their lives as a sacrifice for the nation—
were generally participated in by all classes of
our cltizens, on Saturday the 30th of May. There
appears Lo be no abatement in the interest taken
in thesa annual serviees. The memory of our
dead soldiers is ever green in the bearts of the
people, and when the holiday comes round, they
deem It a sacred duty to make fragrant their
graves by strewing thom with the richest and
choicest flowers.

The day being fine, the streets of Sunbury
were thronged at an early hour with eitizens and
strangers, to participate lu the ceremonlies of the
dny. Many of the business places and private
dwellings were handsomely decorated with flags,
wreaths and fowers. The solemn ceremony of
laying the corner stone of the Northumberland
Coumy Seldiers’ Monument being one of the
prineiple feutures of the day, busines was gene-
rally suspended after ten o’clock in the morning.
| The exsrciees being anuounced to commence at
e o'clock, the different societies and fire depart-
| ment assembled at the square a short time pre-
vious. Two platforms had been erected in the
| square—one at the monument, and one for the
arators of the day, about the centre of the square,
on the south side. At the eastern entrance a
handsome areh of evergreens wad sprung over
the gate decorated with flags. Over the frame
was huog a costly wreath of inunortelles present-
el to the Monnment Committee by Hon. John
B. Packer. In the centre of the wreath were
formed the letters “*G. A. R.,"” with imperisha-
ble flowers. Below the wreath were the words
“In Memoriawm.”

Shortly before twelve o'clock, the fire depart-
ment of Buntury made its appearance on Mar-
ket street. The Good Iutent Company were in
the lead with their Mook and Ladder Truck de-
corated with wreaths and flowers which was fol-
lowed by their engine “* feroine,” to which two
horses were attached and was handsomely deco-
rated. This engine attracted considerable atten-
tion on acconnt of its services rendered before
steam engines were introduced in Sunbury, The
company umubered about 50 men fully equipped
in blue shirts, belts, apd the latest style of New
York fireman hats. Immediately after came the
Sunbury Steam Fire Eugine Company Ne. 1,
Tully equipped, with their steamer and new hose
carriage **Gazelle.”  Their engine was profusely
decorated. The new hose carringe being a real
beauty, was admired by every one that seen it,
The company numbered some forty men fully
equipped—red shirts, belts and fircman hats.
Next in order came the Washington Steam Fire
Company with their new enging® and lose car-
riuge, fully equipped in a new uniform, aud were
led off by Col. Neffand 1. T. Clement, Esq., two
honorary members, Gressed in full fireman cos-
tume, seated in the Col’s new buggy. At the
side of the driver on the engine, was seated a
minlature flreman, a six year old son of John €.

umberland was then the frentler county of the
State—the beach upon which the tide of civillza-
tion ebbed and flowed, eonstantly advancing far-
ther and farther like the billows of the ocean at
spring tide, Here and there sparsely dotted over
ita surface, might have been seen, surrounded by
its little clearinyg, the log hut of the sturdy nnd
adventurous pioneer, whom the fertile botlom
lands and valleys gradually rolling away to the
well-wooded hill and mountain sides, had sedoe-
od to brave the dangers of this wildernesg, inhnb-
ited by wily Red Men nud savage wild beasts.
How dearly some of them paid for their worthy
enterprise, the massacrees of Penn's Creek, Fort
Freeland, Wyoming, the “Big Runaway,” and
the site of your good old Fort Aungusta, so oftén
the refuge of your terror-stricken ancestors.strip-
ped of all except their lives, it they could speak,
would abundaotly attest,

Then, the roaring and sighing of the forest,the
sereams of the wild beasts and binds of prey,and
the whoop of the Indian were all familiar sounds.
The ring of the woodiman’s ax, the “who.a’ of
the ox-driver, and mmionnl‘; the rumbling
grist-mill, were the notes that beralded the ad-
vaoee of a higher eivilization. Then the rivers
and ereeks, with their batteaux und canoes, and
the cow-path, with horses and oxen, comprised
the facilities of trausportation.

Then already & rich historic charm bad began
to cluster aronnd the Old Town then designated
as its county seat. IHere had stood the Indinn
village of Bhamokin, which the encroachments
of the white man caused the Indians themselves
to roduce to ashes. Iere the Chiefs of the Min-

were wont to meet in council. Here had

welt the great and good Chief, Shickelemy, the

fast friend of the English. Here was an exten-

sive Indian burying gronnd in which reposed ge-
nerations of their ancestors.

After Shamokin bad vanished into smoke and
ashes, on that boid bend of the river was Fort
Augustn built—within one of its bastions was
constrocted a substantial magazine, said to be
yet vigible.  Situated at the confluence of the two
greal branches, it was one of the moet impor-
tant, as well as one of the largest and strongest
frontier forts built in that gloomy period of our
history. In the language of its builder and coim-
munder, *“this post was of the utmost conse-
guence to the Provinee, and defensible against all
the power of mnsketry.” It was Lhe station
from which went forth armed expeditions to pro-
tect (e defenseless settlers in the region lying
bevond. It was the refuge where safety and re-
lief wns sure to those who were 0 Lappy as to
reach it. It was the barrier beyond which the
wave of Freneh and Indian warfare could not
roil.

Buch was this couniy—such iis county seal
when organized a ceutury ago. But the dan.
gers and privations of o frontier life, the hard
and unremitting toil, the constant terrer, the
burning of lhouses and erops, the slaughter of
loved ones by the tomahawk and sealping knife,
French iuvasion, the bitter title warfare with the
Connectient settlers—all these accumnlinted ills,
enough to erush the stoutest heart and break an
Iron will, did not fill up the measure of trinl en-
dured by its inbabitants,

The mother country from whom they asked
proteetion, gave instead thereof the Lheavy ‘stone’
of oppression. Ground were they, indeed, be.
tween she upper and the nether will stgne. But
stont hearts like theirs can never fail. at love
of Liberty that drove them from their native
land into the howling wilderness, strengthened
and intensified by the strong attachments twin-
ing around this, their adopted land, where all
was pure and free as God’s own air and sunlight,
kindled in their breasts with redoubled fervor.
To resist the heel of oppression was to them, if
anything, & higher duty than to help roll on the
car of progress, [History tells us that, “when
the Declaration wus being signed in Philadel-
phia, the settlers on the plaing abore Pine Creek,
then within her borders, were adopting resolu-
tions absolving themselves from all allegiance to
Great Brituin, and declaring themselves free and
indepencdent.”  When the old bell proelaimed in
thunder tones, to the citizens of Philadelphia
thut the Colonies were independent, the shout of
liberty went up from the bank of Pine Creck,and
resonnded along the base of Bald Eagle Moun-
tain. Though sadly needed to defend thelr
homes against the incursions of the hostile In-
dians, prowmptly at theircountry’s eall, are Capt.
Lowden's seventy Northumberland County Rifle-
men found on the heights at Bostou. Soon Capis.
Gray, Buyers, and Brady, with their brave and
patriotie Northuwberlanders, lend their nid aad
peril their lives in defense — not of home,
not of coonty, uot of State, but in defense
of all of these—a common country. Nor did
they cease to sacrifice thelr lives, or falter in
their devotion. till with the fall of Yorktown the
elorions Stars and Stripes—Banner of Liberty—
emblem of the American Union—floated in tri-
umph over a nation weak and exhausted, but in
Juet, free and fndepellent.

It us now shift the scene and cast a hasty
glance upon the wondrous changes of a century.

0!d Northumberfand, child of & numerous aml
noble ancestry, is to-day the mother of twenty-
cight as beautiful, fuithful, Industrious and
thrifty offspring as can be found among the six-
ty-4ix sister countiez ol this Commonwealth,
Luzerne, Lycoming, Columbia and Unjon are
her issue of the “*whole blood"—1he lust two fwin
children. Mifflin, Centre and Clearfleld, her Is-
sue of the “*half blowl.” Of these againtwenty-
one prosperous counties are the linenl descend-
auts. Like a wise and atfectionate parent, she
hins divided her possessions among her children,
thereby making hesself as well ns them the rich-
er and more happy. Now an Indian within her
Bborders would be a curiosity. Like their fuvo-
rite hunting grounds, they have all passed away.
| Art has transformed her forest trees Into the hab-

itations of a dense and thrivivg population—into
| furnaees, factorles, schools, churches, and into
| countless machines and implements that winis-
| ter to the comfort and happiness of man. The
| soil whereon they grew, now parceled oot into n
myriad of farms, under the ekiliful calture of ci-
vilized wan, yields in rich abundanee the golden
graing, and lascions fraits, that so bountifully re-
ward the patient aod well directed toil of thelr
producers. The whiz of the circular saw, the
planing mill and turning lathe have banished the
echo o1 the woodman’s uxe. The whoop of the
Red Man, as he took the war path, is superced-
ed by the whooping of the locomolive, as it rush-
es ulong through our valleys, on Its Jron track
the creature, at ouce, bearer of the fruits of
Peace.

Great, Indeed, has been the change a century
has wronght upon the surfiuce of this grand old
county ; but wonld we see still greater changes
and learn what agencies have, in the hand of
man, largely contributed to this miraculous lm-
improvement, we must peer beneath the surface
| —we must penetrate the innwmerable mines that

Liave already yiclded millions of wealth, and in

which milllons yet remain—we must traverse
| abiafts, the guog-ways and drifts that the patient
| toil of the daring miner has cut out—we must
| gaze npon the vast deposits of coal ana iron—
| those great material civilizers of the world that
| an All-wise and Benificient Providence had hid
away till His own good time had come to make
| them known.
| Such was Northumberland county a century
ago—such I8 she to-day. Rieh in o rcore of
ehildren counties. Rieh in the extent and quali-
ty of ber still remaining lands. Rich in her
river and mountain seenery.  Rich in her coal
and iron. Rieh in her schools and churches.
Rich in historic memories. But her most pre-
clous Jewels, like Cornelia’s, are her noble and
patriotic sons, who bave muade and kept her
what she is. [t was they, who at the fearful
saerifice of the comforts of home, the savage
butehery of friends, and the loss of their own
lives, purchased forus this beautiful land. Their
hands belped to cleur away the rubbish of a rude,
a barbarous civilization, and lay thereon the
foundations of Institutions that have giown to
he the wonder and the admiration of the werld.
Their lives belped to buy the priceless boon of
| Liberty—secured and made cnduring by that
I glorious and growing Union of States, to which,
comented by their blood, we owe our prosperity

l uod safety at home and consideration and digni- |

ty abroad. How peculiarly fitting then, that
steh o county, with such a history, autedating
what of the republie iteelf, with such noble sons,
ever ready to saerifice their lives in the exuse of
conutry—should, on this historic spot, ¢rect a
monnwent to the memory of those who ficely
guve their lives to presecre that Union under
whaoke fostoring care we have grown to be what
we are to-day. As if the jealous und patriotic
spirits of their fathers had come back to earth
und taken on the form and vigor and beauty of
youth—thelr gnllant sons rushed forth at the
first terrible alarm that bosmed on Sumpler’s
walls, to save the magunificent and costly fabric
of the Awerican Union, within whose walls the
precious jewel of Liberty was enshrined. That
| saered structure, reared at sach a fearful cost of
blood and treasure, must not be ruthlessly und
wantonly destroyed. Though it was the hand of
brothers that assailed it, thelr frantie and wick-
ed purposes must not prevail.  Like the Ark of
Covepant, to lay impious hand on it was at the
peril of their lives. Never did heart of Crusader
burm with more holy zeial, inténse devotion and
determined resolution to rescue the Holy SBepul-
chre from the grasp of infidels ! Behold, the fire
of righteons indignation kindless in their eyes.
Behold the love of coantry heaving in their
breasts, Belold the compressed lips, only re-
laxed to bestow a loving Kiss or tender smile on
dear ones from whom they are about to separate,
perhiaps (o meet no more on carth. How prompt-
Iy and cheerfully they bade adue to all the en-
dearing attachments of home ! With what hero-
ie fortitude they bore the hardships of the camp,
the hospital, the long and painful march, and
the bloody battle field. Northumberland! On
the first battle field of this fierce and fratricidal
war, thon didst offer one of thy noble sous u =ae-
rifice upon his country’s altar!

‘The gal-
lant “Highlander™ in whose veins ran the blood
of that race whose swords had flashied in every
war from Bannockburn to Culloden, met the foes
without fear and without reproach.

Not less patriotie, not less heroic were scores
of those who (in fall ecinpauics) went from this
county to the seat of war. Lack of time and
want of acquaintance prevents me from giving
even a passing personal notice of those whose
services and sacriflees richly merit, and gladly
would receive at my humble lips the highest and
most glowhi eul?iu they might be ableto
pronounce. I do know, if not the name, if
not the 1 if not the company or regiment,
b I do kno!;i and mthukmlif and with glowing
words of nence—conld I command them—
would I recall to your remembrance the devoted
patriotism, the chivalrons daring and patient
self-denial of the private zoldler. Would you
kuow what e has done—what ke has sacrificed
for coxntry T Let me recall those little squads
of recurning veterans, with seurred and sun burnt
faces, that but a little wkile before went forth to
battle in companies a bundred sirong! How
cloquently do speak their decimated rauks! But
where are the absent one< ! Let their scattered
graves throughout this county, made prematnre
by the hardsbips aud éxposures of u soldier’s
life—let the broad Potomae, the majestic Missis-
sippi—let Charleston Harbor, Lookout Mountaiu,
Richmond, Fredericksburg, Autietam, the Wil-
derness and Gettysbury be the silent but emphatic
witnesses.

Borrowing friends and surviving comrades may
not have been permitied to strew the beautiful
flowers of spring upon their graves to-day. They
may be not even marked with the sad word, but
be in fact, “unknown.” But nature will herself
perform the rites denfed us :

When Spring with dewy fAngers cold,

Heturns to deck their hallowed moukd

She there shall dress » sweeter sod

Than Faney's feet have ever trod,

By falry hands their knell is rung

By forins utseen the d s sumg ;
honor comes, & pilgrim gray,

To bless the turf that wraps thedr clay ;

And froedom shall swhile repaic

To dwell & weeping, hermit, there,

But to the blessed memory of el the sons of
0ld Northumberland who died to save the Unlon
—whether their bones re in this thgir native
soil,or on some distant field—are laid the founda-
tions of this monument. Not that we hope
thereby to add one title to their Glory or to per-
petunte their fame—but we do hope, that, so
long ag these foundations shall endure, they
sliall continne to awaken such memories in the
living, as shall keep the fires of patriotism burn-
ing on the altars of their hearts and Intensify
their devotion te the Union, making them ever
Jealous, vigilant and ready to preserve its integ-
rity, promote its Honor and usefulness and ex-
tend its Fume.
